Panic Is Averted.

sustained the worst of injuries and 
was still alive .

New York, July 30.—Wheat ship- 
ments from the U. S. and Canada for 
the week coding July 28, as reported 
by the Bradstreet's, aggregated 1,246- 
742 bushels against 1,047,247 bushels 
last week and 1,579,652° bushels this 
week last year. Trade in many parts 
of Canada’s still adversely affected by 
the strike on the Grand Trunk rail- 
way.
